Russell Will Not Ask For Recount 


Robert Russell announ- 
ced this morning that he 
would not ask for & recount 
of the school board elec- 
tion results that ended with 
Mr, Wiltshire’s name be- 
ing drawn after both can- 
didates were tied at 468 
votes oach, 

The count late on elec- 
tion night gave Mr, Russell 
a one vote lead but the 
following morning Mr, 
Wiltshire asked for a re- 
count on three ballot boxes 
and this resulted in a tle 
vote, The returning officer 
settled the tie by having 
a draw, 

Mr, Russell said ‘‘my 
main reason for standing 
for re-election on the 
board was to complete the 
negotiations with the A,T, 
A, and I felt that I haf 
an obligation to finish the 
job,‘ ‘However, the board 
has asked me to continue 
the negotiations as a con- 
sultant and since my pers- 


onal obligation to the 
district will be fulfilled 
I will not contest the 
count,” 

Mr, Russell! is chairman 
of the board's negotiating 
committee, Earlier this 
year he successfully neg- 
otiated a new contract with 
the Canadian union of 
public employees for the 
board and has been nego- 
tiating for some time to 
reach a settlement with 
the teachers, 

Mr, Russell told the 
Gazette that Mr, Wiltshire 
had phoned him after the 
draw to suggest that he 
ask for a recount, ‘Jim 
even offered to pay half 
the cost which was very 
commendable ofhim”, 
said Mr, Russell, He 
wished Mr, Wiltshire 
‘every success’, ‘Mr, 
Wiltshire has always taken 
a keen interest in school 
affairs and he will be an 
asset to the board’’, 


At the Oct, 23 meeting of 
council of the Town of St 
Albert the assessment pro- 
cedure came under full 
review, 

John Frost was present 
and outlined the timing and 
assessment methods used, 
He was questioned by coun- 
cll as to method of land 
assessing using the market 
value methoi as compared 
to the residual, Mayor 
Fowler was asked to investi- 
gate Edmonton's methods as 
compared to those used here, 

As the Returning Officer 
was unable to attend the 
report of the Oct, 18 elec- 
tions was tabled to a future 


mogting. 

municipal grant from 
the department of municipal 
affairs in the amount of 
$42,000 was paid directly 
to the department of educa- 
tion although it was due to 
the town of St, Albert, The 
explanation from the depart- 
ment being that St, Albert 
had not yet paid its school 
requisition, Acouncillor 
commented that this was in 
fact the garnisheeing of town 
funds by the provincial gov- 
ernment, and surely, he said 
with a smile, should have the 
approval of the LAK, 

The possibility of estab 
lishing an early budget in 
1968 was discussed and Mr, 
Fleming was instructed to 
present a draft budget at 
the first meeting in 1968, 

Richard Wheatley was 
made deputy mayor for the 
next two months, 

During the time set aside 
for new councillors, newly 
elected Don Bull, questioned 
several town by-laws and 
moved that they be re- 
pealed, 

The first was by-law 1468 
dealing with the channels 
councillors use to get in- 
formation from various dep- 
artments, Present methods 
restricts councillors from 
access to certaindocuments 
and records, he said, Motion 
was rescinded this was lost 
by a vote of six to one, 


By-law No, 900 states that 
the secretary-treasurer 
may use his discretion when 
passing on mail to council 
or appropriate committees, 
Mr, Bull labelled this as 
censorship and implied that 
mail addressed to council 
need pot necessarily reach 
council, 

Mayor Fowler explained 
that all mail addressed to 
him came to his desk un- 
opened, All mail addressed 
to the mayor and council or 
councillors is seen by the 
mayor and that mail add- 
ressed to the secretary- 
treasurer or department 
heads is directed by the 
secretary-treasurer to the 
appropriate departments or 
committees, Motion lost by 
vote of 6 tol, 

By-law No, 1035 author- 
izes the secretary-treas- 
urer to pay accounts ofurg~ 
ent nature without prior 
approval of council, 

The defence for this was 
given by Mr, de Bruijn say- 
ing if it was not for this 
council would be barred 
from taking advantage of 10 
day discounts and so on and 
it would also restrict the 
issuing of emergency wel- 
fare payments, and after 
further discussion Mr, Bull 
then withdrew this resolu- 
tion, 

Mr, Bull asked for acom- 
plete review of the handbook 
and the by-laws of the town, 
This would be an impossible 
job, literally taking years, 
as it involves by-laws going 
back to 1954 or there abouts, 
The motion then was re- 
phrased that council review 
the policy handbook and all 
policy by-laws, This was 
passed by a 4 to 3 vote 
and the policy handbook will 
be the first to be reviewed, 
Mr, de Bruijn volunteered 
to assist in the review, 

Due to a lateness of the 
hour the remaining council- 
lors sald they would post- 
pone their remarks to 
another meeting,

pre-schoolers and University students, 

From a government who have been busy spreading stat- 
istics on the large percentage of our population under 
25 and emphasizing thelr concern for our youth, it is 
incredible that Minister A, J, Hooke could say the day- 
care nurseries are ‘‘for the birds’’, Then we see teach- 
ers being accused of stressing the importance of govern- 
ment kindergartens in order to tacrease their union 
membership! Anyone following the studies and research 
being done on this continent on the value, especially 
to those children from the poorer homes who are the 
very ones unable to afford private kindergartens, can- 
not help but be concerned that Alberta ts not prov- 
iding this training, Indeed those teachers working to 
implement this program are to be commended, not 
ridiculed, 

Both day-care nurseries and kindergartens can give 
tremendous ald at the root of the problem of welfare 
and would work to greatly reduce this area of go err 
ment spending, At the same time both these measures 
are almed af getting the greatest benefit from the “Human 
Resources’’ we hear so much about from this same 
government, 

There is an obvious place where the axe could come 
down with far less serious results, Let us abolish the 
new Department of Youth and divert the entire funds 
this would make available to day-care nurseries and 
greatly improved kindergarten facilities, lf this depart- 
ment can perform some useful work, and this Is yet 
to be proved, let it waft till the essentials are looked

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Fire Prevention Week 


During fire prevention 
week, Morinville fire chief 
Raymend McDonald held fire 
drills at each school in Mor- 
inville and was very pleased 
with the results, 

All classes at Notre Dame 
Convent, set the local record 
with a flat 35 seconds to 
clear all classrooms, 

Cunningham School came 
in second with 55 seconds, 
the Yellow School placed 
third with 1,05 minutes and 
George Vanier School took 
1,35 minutes to clear the 
school, On the spot inspec- 
tion revealed that good fire 
prevention was in evidence 
at all schools, and loca) fire 
hazards were non existant 
in Morinville schools, 

The main public buildings 
were also inspected, Morin- 
ville Recreation Centre, 
Legion Hall and the two local 
hotels all passed a good in- 
spection, ‘On the whole’; 
said Fire Chief McDx 
it can be said that good fire 
prevention conditions can be 
described as satisfactory in 
the town of Morinville, In all 
the Morinville volunteer fire 


brigade responded to seven 
fire calls last year, Three of 
these calls were from the 
town site area and all were 
squelched in good time to 
prevent serious damage, 

At present there are 15 
members in the Morinville 
volunteer fire brigade under 
Fire Chief Raymond McDon- 
ald, assisted by Deputy Fire 
Chief Adelard St, Laurent, 
Each week the fire brigade 
meet to drill and work as a 
team, The attendance ts 
excellent, and the morale 
excellent, 

Members of the fire bri- 
gade are looking forward 
to their new spacious fire 
hall, which will be built very 
soon on the present location 
of the old community hall, 
south of Calgary Power 
office, 

This new modern building 
will hold three bays for fire 
engines, and one for an am- 
bulance which Morinville 
hopes to acquire soon, It 
will also contact full facilit- 
ies, including showers and 
coffee room for the use of 
firemen, 


Co-operative Control 


Only co-operative action 
on the part of district cattle- 
men will eraticate warble 
files from this municipality 
says Don Engtand, agricul- 
tural fleldman for the M.D, 
of Sturgeon, 

He points out that warble 
flies do migrate from herd 
to herd, but their flying 
distance is limited to twoor 
three miles; in other words, 
an untreated herd in each 
township could re-infest all 
treated herds in the area, 
This is why he stresses 
co-operative action by all 
farmers, It is almost as 
important for a farmer to 
have the neighbor’s herd 
treated as well as his own; 
to ensure that no reinfest- 
ation occurs, He suggests 
that each farmer should un- 
dertake to remind or even 
assist his neighbor to treat 
his cattle once his own herd 
is treated, The ideal arrange 
ment would, of course, be 
for two or three neighbor: 
to get together and assisi 
one another in the treat- 
ment of their herds, 

The agricultural service 
board, he said, is prepared 
to assist any farmer in the 
area by supplying the re- 
quired chemical and making 
their sprayer available to 
any group of farmers whc 
propose to spray their ani- 
mals rather than use the 
pour-on method, 

He indicated that the com- 
plete eradication program 
arranged for Div, 5 was 
proceeding as planned and 
he was certain that every 
animal would be treated be- 
fore Dec, 1, He was hope- 
ful that every farmer in 
the entire municipality 
would also treat their herds 
to ensure acomplete contro) 
of the warble fly, 

Mr, England stressed thai 
where an investment of 50f 


would result in a $10 return, 
no farmer should think twice 
whether he should treat or 
not, 

Chemicals required for 
treatment are available at 
most farm supply stores, 
however, for the benefit of 
those who may have difficul- 
ty in obtaining a supply, the 
Agricultural Fieldmen have 
chemicals on hand to fill 
their need, 

Although all systemic {n- 
secticides, whether {t be 
Co-Ral - Ruelene or Negur- 
on, are safe to use when 
properly applied; Mr, Eng- 
land points out that label 
directions should be care 
fully followed, and that they 
be applied as early as pos- 
sible, Although the deadline 
date for treatment is Dec, | 
he stated that the later the 
treatment the more adverse 
reactions or side eifects 
can be expected,

northland? 


In an area of 104,000 square 
miles, with a population den 
sity of considerably less than 
one person per square mile, 
six Municipal Nurses of the 
Alberta Department of Health 
travel by plane, train, car and 
foot to provide the Northern 
Alberta Health Service. This 
is a program of preventive 
health and emergency treat 
ment which includes immun 
izing children, delivering 
babies and treating accident 
victims. Where necessary, 
the nurses’ services are sup 
plemented by medical spec 
ialists flown in to administer 
to specific needs. In addition 
to serving the north country, 
there are seven other Muni- 
cipal Nursing stations in the 
province, providing emer- 
gency treatment service, pub- 
lic health services and pre- 
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ventive medicine in areas 
which have no easy access to 
hospital or medical care. The 
nurses and the facilities they 
operate are financed by the 
Alberta Department of 
Health, although a small 
charge is made for treatment, 
and medications provided for 


emergency purposes are pro- 
vided at ‘cost 


py “agriculture” 
and “conservation” 
are really totally 
incompatible? 

Not really. They CAN live 
together in peace and har. 
mony, and that's a fact that's 
being proven by the Conserva- 
tion and Utilization Branch of 
the Program Development 
Division, Alberta Department 


of Agriculture. Under the 
Branch's Land Assembly Pro- 
gram, areas presently being 
used for agricultural purposes 
but which have recreational 
and conservational potential 
are being purchased from 
their owners and are being 
utilized for all these purposes 
In addition, financial assist- 
ance is available to farmers 
who wish to develop new land 
under the condition that they 
leave designated portions in a 
natural state to provide a re- 
creational area and cover for 
wild game. In this way, Al- 
berta’s most valuable land 
areas have a multiple use, 
contributing to both agricul- 
ture and conservation. 


... how Alberta's 
highways are 
protected against 
“cracking up"’? 


Highways are like humans, 
they can only take so much 
pressure before going to 
pieces. To ensure Alberta's 
highways of a long and useful 
life, the weight and size of the 
vehicles using them are care- 
fully controlled. All primary 
highways in the province 
carry a load limit established 
by the Highway Traffic Board 
of the Alberta Department of 
Highways. Any load exceed- 
ing these limits must have a 
special permit. When this is 
applied for, the Board con- 
siders the route selected, the 
size and nature of the load, 
number of bridges en route 
and traffic conditions. If all 
factors are agreeable, the 
permit is issued. If changes 
are necessary, the Board may 
require the load to be split 
between two or more trucks, 
the use of an alternate route, 
a controlled speed, or other 
revisions. Enforcement of 
these regulations allow Al- 
berta motorists full enjoy- 
ment of their highways with 
a minimum of traffic obstruc- 
tion and ensure a maximum 
life span for each highway.
